3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments that the Colburn does not disclose all limitations of the claims are 
persuasive. See Remarks, pg. 11-12. In particular, Colburn's invention, which discloses 
dynamically adding and removing methods and properties to an object during runtime, 
does not teach generating an imperfect encapsulated object or a perfect encapsulated 
object depending on the reliability of the calling application program. Hence, applicant's 
claimed inventions are allowed.
